PLATFORM ADOPTED. 
BY CONSERVATIVES 


1. The immediate construction of 
railways in those portions of the 
province which do not now enjoy 
railway facilities or competition is 
imperative, and this convention 
pledges its earnest support to the 
same. 

A. The construction and operation 
of such railways by the government 
of Alberta should be adopted with a 
view to the control of traflic rates 
for the bencfit of the public. In such 
districts and directions as can best 
be served by company-owned lines, 
such tailways should be built with 
the aid of a guarantee of bonds to a 
reasonable amount by the provincial 
government under such conditions as 
will secure to the government control 
of the traflic rates over the same, 
and the right to purchase them on 
fair ang reasonable terms. 

B. The supervision of construction 
of railways of which the bonds are 
guaranteed should be under the con- 
trol of the government as io, he 
actual cost and quality of the work. 

C. The provincial government 
should retain one-quarter interest in 
all townsites established ulong the 
line of provincial railways. 


CONTROL OF LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 
2. This convention pledges the Con- 
servative party to plage the admin- 
istration of the liquor license ordi- 
nance beyong the control of party 
politics, and also submit to the vote 
of the electors of the province the 
question of prohibiting. the sale of 
and traffic in intoxicating liquors 
in the province, and to pass an act 
for the total prohibition of the liquor 
traffic in this province to the full 
extent of the provincial power in 
that respect, if upon the taking of 
such plebiscite sjxty per cent. of the 
votes are cast in favor of such act. 


LAND TITLES OFFICE. 

3. This convention declares that the 
present Land Titles system, whereby 
the work is centralized in Edmonton 
and Calgary, is unfair to the resi- 
dents ‘of those sections of the two 
existing Registration districts which 
are situate at any great distance 
from:these respective cities, involving 
them, as it does, in great inconveni- 
ence, expense and delay in thoir land 
transaction. Wherefore this conven 
tion pledges the Conservative party 
to the establishment of such addi- 
tional land titles offices as will as 
far as possible remove this injustice. 

NATURAL RESOURCES. 

4. This convention reaflirms the po- 
sition which the Conservative party 
has always taken upon this question 
and condemns the withholding of the 
natural resources from the’ province 
at the time of the granting of auton- 
omy, and approves of the attitude of 
the Right Honorable R. L. Borden 
with regard to granting the na:ural 
resources to the province, and looks 
forward with pleasure to the time 
wh:n the province shall receive full 
autonomy in the administration of 
its natural resources. 

INTERNAL ELEVATORS. 

5. The inability of the railway 
companies to provide sufficient cars 
and motor power to move the grain 
crop of cach year within a few 
months is more apparent every year, 
and this evil will continue to grow, 
so long as the tonnage offered in: 
creases in percentage faster than the 
equipment can reasonably be furnish- 
ed by the railway companies. 

Resolved, That this convention 
strongly urge the immediate con- 
struction by the Alberta provincial 
government of large interior storage 
elevators, at convenient central 
points at distance hot exceeding 
200 miles‘apart, such elevators to be 
owned and operated by th: provin- 
cial government at. cast. 

DEMONSTRATION FARM. 

6. Whereas, the demonstration 
farms in the province of Alberta are 
in the nature of experimental farms 
and conflict with the work of the 
dominion government and have been 
established and are now being oper- 
ated at unreasonable cost and 
practically defeat the purposes for 
which they have been established and 
demonstrate to the settlers of this. 
country that the cost of farming is 
beyond the means of the average 
settler. 

Therefore, be it resolved that this 
convention is in favor of the estab- 
lishment of an agricultural college 
, with a system of demonstration farm-

A Cosmopolis in Little 


Red Deer is another progressive 
little Albertan town. The 
word of its citizens is, ‘You'll hear 
irom Red Deer.’’ It is the eentré of 
a good mixed farming district, 
is also becoming an important. rail- 
way junction, owing to its proximity 
to the Brazeau coalfields. The first 
settler 
Leonard Gactz, a clergyman from 
Nova Scotia, who had lost his health 
in Montreal. He came in 1884, and 
was followed by 
from Ontario and the Maritime 
Provinces, and a little later by some 
Wolsh families. With the advent of 
the Calgary and Edmonton railway 
settlers came in from the United 
States, from Manitoba, and from the 
British “Isles, chiefly from England. 
Since then there has been quite a 
lit:le settlement of Scandinavians 
formed west of Red Deer. This fis 
made up of Finns, ‘of whom there 
are over 200 families, Icelanders, 
Swedes, Nanes and Norwegians, most. 
of them came by way of the United 
States, though the main body of tho 
Finns and | Ieclanders came direct 
to Red Deer from their own coun- 
trics. These have made a specialty 
of dairying, and are very prosperous, 
continually bringing out their friends 
from Europe. There is also a pros- 
perous French-speaking settlement, 
consisting of French and French- 
Canadians. The Canadians and Brit- 
ish are in the ‘majority, but the 
little community is distinetly vos- 
mopolitan.

The largest and most enthusiastic 
Liberal-Conservative convention ever 
held ‘in the province was held in 
Calgary, Wednesday, March 6th, 
nearly four hundred delegates being 
present from all parts of the proy- 
ince. 

The main business of the conven 
tion was the adoption of a platform

government administration shall be 
placed expressly under the direction 
of one capable minister of the crown. 
The convention did not quibble over 
agiicultural cducation,. imperatively 
essential if a province such as_ is 
Alberta shall thrive and progres in 
its greatest industry ; but it declares 
openly that provincial agricultural 
college shall be established and other 
means taken to demonstrate ‘‘to the 
settlers of this country that farming 
can be carried on witn a small cap- 
ital on a_ paying basis.” 

Anyone” claiming to take the slignt- 
cst interest in the-development of the 
agricultural education of the province 
could not help being struck with the 
difference between this principle pro- 
claimed in the Conservative platform 
Wednesday, and that practised by the 
present department. of agriculture, 
which, in its demonstration farms, 
as John Kemmis, M.P.P., said, dem- 
onstrates how much money can be 
put into a farm instead of how much 
money can be taken out of one. 


BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION. 

These are. but a few suggestive 
clauses in the Conservative platform 
adopted with a unanimity which was 
uceeentuated by the intelligence of the 
discussion and recommendation which 
brought about the adoption of cach 
clause. The convention expressed its 
determination to give the province a 
business administration, one as sane 
and honest as might be demanded in 
the conduct of any private business. 
The party will-ascertain first the true 
facts of a condition which at present 
is a source of chaotic confusion and 
uncertainty ; it will take immediate 
steps to determine what is the actual 
financial condition of this province. 
None now know, it is conjectured 
that Premier Sifton himself is not 
capable of realizing the awful extent 
of the indebtedness into which he has 
plunged the province. What would 
any sane man do, any clear thinking, 
good business man do? What would 
the Sifton government have done 
before this? What will the Conserva- 
tive party do when it comes into 
power? That is plainly stated in a 
resolution which was moved by W. 
A. Griesbach, seconded ‘by Robert 
Patterson, M.P..P., and adopted 
unanimously by the convention. It 
read : 

That. so ‘soon as a Conserva- 
tive government-is returned to 
power the books and affairs of 
this province shall be investigat- 
ed and audited by capable and 
independent auditors, to the cnd 
that a proper system of account- 
ing be evolved and the people of 
this province be fully informed as 
to the financial standing of the 
province.:

The same appeal has all along failed 
to bring relief from the late minister 
of the interior, Frank Oliver, M. P: 
But the convention adopted this reso- 
lution, on the motion of G. R. Bar- 
ker, of Lac Ste. Anne, seconded by 
J. R. MelIntosh, of Edmonton. 

Resolved that in, the opinion of 
this convention the homestead re- 
gulations should be altered in so 
far as they are applicable to 
brush and timbered country to 
permit of the granting of pat: 
ents to homesteaders on 15 acres 
of cultivation, instead of 30 
acres as at present ; and further, 
to permit of the proving up of a 
homestead with stock as here- 
tofore. A copy of this resolution 

‘to be forwarded to the minister 
of the interior. 

This adjustment of the harsh reg- 
ylatiobs to which homesteaders in 
he north country have been subject- 
ed, and received so ready a response 
for correction from the Conservative 
delegates Wednesday, is almost cer- 
tain to be acceded to by the present 
minisver of the interior, for the mat- 
ter had previously been brought to 
his atJention by promincnt Conserva- 
tives of the northern section of the 
pr ovince. 

‘CONFIDENCE IN LEADERS. 

The unanimity with which the 
efforts of the entire Conservative 
party in Canada are being moulded 
into one driving force was made 
manifest in the hearty way in whirh 
the leader in the Dominion and the 
leader in the province were accorded |° 
the fullest confidence which the party 
in Alberta has within its power to 
bestow. This was manifested in two 
resolutions. One read : 

That this convention desires to 
express its entire confidence in 
the Right Hon. R. L. Borden, 
prime minister, and his adminis- 
tration, and earnestly hopes he 
may long be spared to direct the 
destinies of the Dominion — of 
Canada. 

The other resolution concernzd the 
confidence the Alberta Conservatives 
confide in the leader of the party in 
this provinee. It read:

The anxiety 
of the present supporters of tho gov- 
ernment is manifested in many ways. 
Some openly admit. Others are 
doing organization work in their 
ridings, notably northern members. 

Bye-elections will ‘have to be held 
anyhow ; so, why should not the gov- 
ernment , call a general election. 
was being argued by delegates. It|s 
appears. that the entire south — de- 
inands astion by the government in 
relation to the Cardston so notor- 
iously represented by’ J. W. Woolf, 
openly alleged to be a_ resident of 
Salt Lake City, and recently shown 
.o have tried to induce settlers in 
this province to emigrate into the 
United States. People say this seat 
should be thrown open. 

Practically another vacancy has oc- 
curred in the north already. Tha; is 
the riding of Vegreville. John B. 
Holden, its member, has left the 
province for British Columbia, where 
it is understood he will make his 
future residence. Then there is the 
anticipated bye-election consequcnt 
upon taking C. W. Cross into the 
cabinet. Only sudden realization of 
his defeat in the Edmonton constitu- 
ency was declared at the convention 
to have restrained that former notor- 
ious member of the Rutherford cabi- 
net from standing his chances _ of 
election to link arms with Arthur 
Sifton to put through the fulsome 
political railway policy. But, as was 
reported ;by Edmonton delegates, tak- 
ing Mr. Cross into the cabinet would 
“start a riot’’ if compensation were 
not offered the older branch of the 
northern Liberals. To avert that 
calamity, J. R. Boyle would have to 
be reckoned with. He expects ele- 
vation to cabinet rank. That would 
mean another bye election. With so 
many on hand, delegates argued Mr. 
Sifton might as well run his chances 
in calling a general election. 


SIFTON IS DOOMED. 


These were not the only reasons 
miven to show a provincial general 
election is imminent. To be sure, a 
number of delegates could not see 
that such is the case. But what- 
ever way they viewed the matter, 
they were content. There was no 
fear in the convention. There is no 
fear in the ridings. Arthur L. Sifton 
and his administration cannot be re- 
turned to power.in this province. 

Premier Borden wired the conven- 
tion from the house of commons at 
Ottawa, saying : “I wish the Alberta 
Provincial Conservative Association 
every success.’’

The Council recommended that the 
Mayor, the Provincial member, and 
the Dominion member be ex-officio 
members of the Council.

MEMBERSHIP AND FINANCE. 


Membership and finance was dis- 
cussed by R. L. Gaetz, W. E. Lord, 
G. W. Greene, the President, R. B.

Michener, M.P.P., and Mr. G. W. 
Greene for the splendid work they 
had done for Red Deer in procuring 
a customs port of entry, a new post 
offige building, an armory and a rifle 
range. There was some politics in 
the work of these two gentlemen, it 
might be, but the Board of Trade 
knew 'no politics, and he: hoped they 
were all broad enough to recognize 
and appreciate good work for the 
town. No man in town had ag 
thorough a grasp of the railway and 
trade data of Red Deor and district 
as had Mr. 
Worship. 
The motion was unanimously car- 
ried. 
Mr. (ireene spoke of their  inter- 
views with the Ministers. The Cus- 
toms port opening had been post- 
poned to April 1, so as to start with 
the financial year of the Government. 
The postoffice estimate, or $50,000 of 
it, would appear in the supplemen- 
tary estimates. The Minister of Mil- 
itia had promised them a much bet- 
ter armory than at first proposed t, 
he hoped to get it started this yean, 
but could not promise. The rifle 
range needed to be two miles long, 
owing to the carrying power of mod- 
ern rifles, and they were seeking such 
a place. It was twenty years ago 
that day since he started with his 
family from Athens, Ont., to Red 
Deer, and Mr. Greene reviewcd some 
of the growth and development in 
town and district, and his share 
therein. He belicved they would 
have the Inter-urban road within two 
or three years, owing’ to their dairy- 
ing szrength, and he was looking for- 
ward to great things for the district 
and town. He believed they would 
get most of their immigration to Al- 
berta, and more 
now, through Vancouver, when the 
Panama canal route was opened up. 
Alberta immigration would not then 
be handicapped by the long expensive 
overland route from the ‘Atlantic 
seaboard. He-.most heartily thanked 
the Board for their.resolution, and 
Mayor Welliver for his kind words.
